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part, tho I look well, I cannot expect to ſee man

the Remainder of my Days in Peace. I cond 
ſcarce forbear laughing in her Face, when ſhe 
{aid it was Time enough for her Daughter to en- 
tertain any Notions of Matrimony, thinking, if 
the Girls Deſires were up too early, her Mother's were 
certainly ſtirring a little too late. I ſhou'd perhaps 
not have been able to have forborn being rude 
enough to ſpeak ſome part of my Sentiments, if 
Mr. Campbell's coming ſuddenly into the Room had 
not prevented me.

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I never ſhall forget the Fury theſe Words put 
the Woman into : She flew on her Daughter, and 
cry, 1s this true, Minx?

But why ſhould J trouble your Lordſhip with 4 
Repetition of what you know too well; and I dart 
believe, by the many Proofs I have receiv'd of 
your Friendſhip, never reflect on, without Con- 
cern and a 1 Commiſeration of thoſe Misfor- 
tunes which are not leſs, becauſe oceaſioned by 
my own Folly. After fo great a Proof of 
Mr. Campbell's Skill, I could not reſiſt the Tempta- 
tion of becoming a conſtant Viſiter; and by that 
means had the Opportunity of being let into the 
Hiſtories of many ſecret Amours and Adventures 
unknown to the Generality of the World. One of 
the firſt Diſcoveries I made, was as odd as one 
ſhall meet with: It was that of the Gentleman I 
lately mentioned, ignorant of his Birth, and fo 
very defirous of being informed.

Mother, (for his Father was dead,) but writ a Letter, 
in which after having made a thouſand Apologies 
for the Liberty he took, acquainted her with the 
Time and Manner in which he had been. found, 
and humbly entreated her, if ſhe knew of any ſuch 
thing as a Child thus expoſed, to let him know 
where he ſhould pay his Duty. He worded it in

The Merchant ſpoken of in the Book, entitled, Le 
Liſe of the Famous Mr. Duncan Campbell, is an Example 
ſufficient to prove the Truth of this Aſſertion. I 
could, indeed, bring many more; but I think need

Pardon this Digreſſion; which I aſſure you I made 

more to divert you, than ſhew my Wit; which I 
never was vain enough of, to imagine any body had 
an Opinion of.

give you a greater Proof of my Confidence in your 


Goodneſs, than my venturiag to Poetize. —— I 
know you will laugh at me; but now I have no 
greater Ambition than to make you merry. 

In the whole Courſe of my Viſits to Mr. Camp- 
bell, tho' J met with many remarkable Paſſages,

— You cannot 
believe that I am inſenſible you are already married, and 
have been ſo theſe three Tears ; tho it has been a Secret t0 
the World to this Day; nor do you know it is yet re- 
vealed : But if you go now to make a Viſit to your Lady, puis 
will find her weeping in her Cloſet, at the Indignation her 
Father flew into att he Diſccvery, whichhappen'd by the 
dropping of a Letter ſhe received from you Teſterday. 
Never did I ſee a Countenance ſo altered in a Mo- 
ment, as was that of this Gentleman, when he 
looked over theſe few Lines, But after a little pau- 
ſing on them, he ſtarted up, and cried, This 1s in- 
deed miraculous ! I acknowledge J have been mar- 
ried the Time he has ſet down ; — that it has been 
kept as a Secret; and if now difcover'd, is more 
than J am inform'd of. -— I will go this Minute

in perfect Tranquility, and a ſettled State of Hap- . 
pineſs with his beloved Spouſe. 

I cannot ſet forth, with how much Confuſion of 
Thought, as often as it comes into my Head, I 
reflect on this Adventure; and tho' I had often 
been ſurpriz'd at the wonderful Effects of his Pre- 
ditions, yet nothing ever was ſo alarming, as 
his writing down immediately what was the Inten- 
tion of the Perſon before him. In other Things, his 
Art ſeem'd to conſiſt in the Knowledge of Deeds; but 
here he dived into Thoughts, made it appear that 
he was acquainted with the moſt ſecret Receſſes 
of the Soul, and ſaw each riſing immature Deſire 
long before Time could ripen it for Action.

I am certain of, that he has a great Number of 


Books, ſuch as are only fit for thoſe who ſtudy it. 
And a Gentleman, a near Relation of Mrs. But: 
weir s, one who had the Reputation of a perfect Un- 
derſtanding in the Mathematicks, allow'd him to 
bethe greateſt Artiſt of his Time; and I cannot help 
ſaying, in ſpite of all the Suggeſtions of his Enemies, 
that by his Skill in this alone he would be able to 
do very ſurprizing Things. I imagine too, that it 
may ſometimes ſerve as an Aid or Aſſiſtant to 
his other more ſuperior Faculty; and when that is 
not, for I am of Opinion it is not always preſent 


with him, by the Help of this Auxiliary Force, he 


often 1s enabled to foretell many remarkable Ac- 
cidents of Life.

ther than to get Bread from Day to Day jor thy Family. 
I need not conſult the Planets, to know thou canſt riſe 
no higher than a Button-Maker, That was, it ſeems, 
his Trade, But he was ſo angry that his Money was 
refuſed, and the little Encouragement he found 
of being no better than he was, that he went away 
muttering to himſelf, and wiſhing the Curſe of 
Scotland on all that came near Mr. Campbell, A- 
bout {ome ten or twelve Days after, happ'ning to 
be there, who ſhould come 1n but this very Fel- 
low again, but with a Countenance very different 
from what he had hefore : He told Mr. Campbell, 
that being uneaſy to know his Fortune, which he 
found he would not give himſelf the Trouble to 
conſider, he had been with a Woman that he had 
heard great Talk of; That the told him he would 
leave oft his Trade, and be a great Man ; but how, 
or which way, ſhe could not find out, But being

As II was reading this, the third Perſon who I 
mention'd, took upon him to ask Mr. Campbell if 
he thought he could cure him. The dumb Oracle 
ſeem'd a little diſguſted at the Queſtion; but get- 
ting over it, took up his Pen, and with a gay 
Air writ him this Reply, 

Sir you are a Phyſieian, a Man of great Learning, and 
as much Ingenuity as tis poſſible to meet with, --- But 
you are a Jeu ; and I doubt not but to perform that in 
the Name of Chriſt, which all your Art will be ineffec- 
tual to enable you to do. - 

By their own Confeſſions, I found all he had 
told them, as to their Names and Circumſtances

All of them, but one, gratified him for 
the Pains he had been at with them, very hand- 
ſomely and willingly; but ſhe who I found had 
never been there before, ſhew'd herſelf a little 
ſtingy, and was loth to give any Thing ; which 
Mr. Campbell perceiving, writ to her, That if ſhe 
would not come down with her Gold, he had a 
Way to make her, --- On which all the reſt 
laugh'd prodigiouſly.

On which he immediately takes a Sheet of clean 
Paper, writ on it, folded it up like a Letter, ſeal'd 
it, and directed it for Jacob Merchant at Amſterdam. 
--- When he had done, he fhew'd it to her, and writ 
at the ſame Time, - - - Madam if you are not willing 
to contribute any Thing for the Advantage of your well 
Wifſher, I will ſend to this Gentleman; he will pay it 
for you : He has Obligations to you of a much greater La- 
te. - The Lady grew pale as Death; was ready 
to ſwoon in her Chair; beg'd him not to ſend it, 
and ſhe would give him all the Money ſhe had in 
the World. This only ſerved for a little Merry- 
ment Mr. Campbell was far from deſigning any ſuch 
Thing; and deſir'd her to be eaſy, ſince he did 
it only for Jeſt ſake. She gave him a couple of 
Guineas immediately, and they all went away 
highly ſatisfy'd with his Capacity. She he put 
that Trick upon, had indeed Reaſon to be con- 
vinc'd of his Art; for that Gentleman Jacob = - - at 
Amſterdam, whom he made her believe he would 
write to, was a Man ſhe had been prodigious fond 
of; but had been us'd by him with ſuch monſtrous 
Ingratitude, that the very Mention of his Name 
as ready to throw her into Fits, much more the

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'Apprehenſions of any Letter being ſent to him 
concerning her. This I found out afterwards, by 
meeting withſome Papers which ſhe dropp'd at à 
Viſit to him, a great while after the firſt Time L 
ſaw her there.

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Fulſbood and Ruin all look lovely there, - - 


But T am got into a Theme again, from which 
I know you will be afraid I ſhall not eaſily quit 
but for once I will diſappoint yon, and return to 
Subjects more capable of entertaining you:

iu our Hearts the Iurking Folly ſtays,

ready told your Lordſhip, from my own Sex, that felf u

met with the fame from one whoſe Senſe the 
whole World had ſo good an Opinion of. I made 
him no other Anſwer, than denying what he ſaid; 
which however he ſtill perſiſted in, and grew ſo 
angry at laſt, that, I believe, forgetting all Com- 
plaiſance, he would have gone away, and left 
me there, if Mr. Campbell, who by the Motion of 
our Lips, and the Diforders of both our Counte- 
nances, if by no other Intelligence, perfectly 
knew our Minds, had not, taking up the Pen ha- 
ſtily, prevented him, by writing theſe Words:

It was of a young Lad of 
about ſeventeen Years of Age; who being deluded 
into the Choice of a Guardian, and ſoon diſcover- 
ing himſelf ill usd by him, conſulted the dumb 
Oracle by what Means he ſhould avoid the Inju- 
ſtice which the beginning of his Truſtees Behavi- 
cur threaten'd him with. Mr. Campbell figh'd, and 
look'd extremely concern'd all the time he was 
examining his Face; and when he had done, writ 
to him in this manner. | 

I wiſh you had ad my Advice before you had made 
choice of that Man for your Guardian ; but tis now too 
late: Befides, you have a nearer Friend, a Mother, I 
think, that thinks leſs for your Intereſt than her own Fa- 
tigaction; ſhe is in Love with him, will marry him, and 
the Conſequence will be to cheat you out of every Thing 
jour Fatber left you: | 

The poor Lad appear'd ſtrangely confounded 
at reading theſe Lines: He confeſs'd he had a Mo- 
ther, who had not been ſo kind to him as might 
be expected, ſince he was her only Child; but 
proteſted he knew nothing of any Courtſhip be- 
tween his Guardian and her. And having returned 
an Anſwer to this purpoſe to Mr. Campbell, recei- 
ved a ſecond Prediction from his Hand in theſe 
Words:

or Defence. 

So terrible a Prediction given by one, on whoſe 
Knowledge he had ſo much reaſon to depend, one 
would think ſhould have had an Influence over 
him ſufficient to have alter'd his Reſolution z but 
where People are predeſtinated to any Ill, there 
is no Poſſibility of avoiding it. He told Mr. Camp- 
bell, That did he fee all thoſe Dangers with Eyes 
as open as his, he would rather chuſe to plunge 
into them, than ſtay in a Place where he had been 
usd with ſo much Inhumanity, by the Perſons 
from whom alone he could hope for Protection. 
He went away with a Look the moſt diſconſolate 
that ever I ſaw; nor did the Seer appear much leſs 
concern'd, being perfectly aſſur'd, as he told me 
afterward, that every Thing would happen as he 
had foreboded. 

By the ſtrangeſt Accident in the World, ſome 
Time afterwards, I chanc'd to be in Company with 
the Mother of this Lad ; whom I ſhould not have 
known to be ſo, but by her telling the Perſons ſhe 
came to viſit, That the News-Papers had given an 

I 3 | Account 
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Account that the Ship her Son went in was caft 
away. On which the Gentlewoman made Anſwer, 


by ſaying, That if it were fo, and ſhe in her Place, 
ſhe ſhould never enjoy herſelf; for doubtleſs it 
was no other than her ill Uſage of him, and Mar- 
riage with his unfaithful Guardian, which had 
drove him from his native Country. Thefe Words 
immediately brought into my Head Mr. Campbells 
Prediction ; and thinking it very much to the Ad- 
vantage of his Reputation, reported it to all that 
were in the Room. The Mother ſeem'd aſtoniſh'd, 
and preſently expreſs'd a Deſire of ſeeing this 
prodigious Man. I told her I would go with her 
if ſhe pleas'd, (having a Curioſity of ſeeing in what 
manner he would behave to her.)

The Woman ſeem'd a little concern'd at read- 
ing this, and preſently return'd, That ſhe did not 
come to ask any thing further than the Certainty 
of her Son's Fate, which ſhe had Hope was not fo 
bad as he had foretold : —-She ſaid the News-Papers 
frequently were miſtaken in their Intelligence; 
and in caſe the Ship was loſt, there was a Poſibr 
lity he might be ſav'd. She alſo aſſur'd him, that 
ſhe tculy repented her ill Treatment of him, and 
would willingly part with all ſhe had in the World 
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to ſee him once more. The Ser ſhook his Head 
while he was reading what ſhe writ, and reply'd 
in this manner:

She wept exceſſively, and ſeem'd ſo oppreſs d 
with Grief, that for a good while ſhe was utterly 
unable to make any Reply. --- But when ſhe had 
gain'd a little Ceſſation, ſhe took the Pen, and 
entreated him to let her know in what manner 


| the 11] Treatment he threaten'd her with from her 


Husband was to be inflicted. And he immedi- 
ately inform'd her,That it would be in every way 
that was vexatious: -- He would not only ſpend 
her Subſtance in riotous living, - -- whoring, - 
drinking, — gaming, — but he would alſo abuſe 
her Body by Blows, and at laſt bring home an in- 
fectious Diſtemper, which ſhould conſume her 
with inceſſant Pains till it deſtroy d her. 

Her Conrage was not of Force to endure the 
Knowledge of ſuch Diſaſters. She ſhriek'd, and

But I did not give myſelf this a 
Trouble out of any Suſpicion that Mr. Campbell had w 


been miſtaken, having myſelf too ſadly exper; 1 
enc'd his Power of Divination z but I was willing F. 
to hear it alſo confeſ{s'd from the Mouths of thoſe hi. 
People who, like me, had prov'd it. hi 

After this I ſaw him not for, I believe, the ou 
Space of eight or. nine Months, being in the Coun- mi 


try on that unhappy Affair, which your Lordſhyp 
has ſo feelingly pitied me for engaging in. And thi 
when J went to viſit him at my Return, found cru 
him involv'd over Head and Ears in Law; Sub- 
pena's, Declarations, Witneſſes, Judgments, Exe. 
cutions, now took up all his Thoughts: He had no 
Time, nor, I believe, thus perplex'd, Capacity to 
anſwer his Conſulters. And 'tis impoſſible to com 
cei ve the Prejudice theſe unlucky Affairs have 
done his Reputation, as well as his Intereſt. All that 
came to him were not acquainted with the Re 
ſons that they were refus'd ; and thoſe that were, 
had not, perhaps, Conſideration enough to er.

Your Lordſhip will, perhaps, be ſurpriz'd that 
he, who had ſo perfect a Knowledge of the Acci- 
dents attending other People, ſhould be ſo igno- 
rant of what would happen to himſelf. To which 
I anſwer, That his great Application to Study for 
tioſe who deſire it of him, has made him neglect-

This more amaz'd me, having always thought 
that Money made every Body welcome; and I 
intreated to know why he was averſe to receiving 
any more of theirs, who, had they been treated 
with more Tenderneſs, perhaps might have been 
frequent Cuſtomers. --- I prefs'd him ſo long with 
ſuch kind of Interrogatories, that to get rid of me 
he took a little Piece of Paper and writ theſe 
Lines. 

That young Girl, whom I told would be a Whore, will 
find the Truth of my Prediction before ſhe is a Week old, 
== A Fellow courts her now only to debauch her, but ſhe 
is Fool enough to believe he is ſincere: She will meet him 
this very Night. — He will gain his Ends of her: — The 
Mother will ſuſpect it, and tax her with it: — She will t 
run away immediately, in Confidence of her Lover g re: i ( 
ceiving : He is cold : — She is afraid to return Home, 
and ſo comes on the Common; — and in that miſerable 
State will live and die. | 

When I had read this, T could not help letting 
the Seer know, that I thought he had proceeded 
with this unhappy Girl in a manner very different 
from that which is influenc'd by good Nature or 
Honour, ſince it had been infinitely more agree 
able to both, to have told the Dangers which threa- 
ten'd her with Mildneſs, and endeavour'd by time- 
ly Cautions and Advice to have ſav'd her. --- I 
found he was a little angry at this Reprimand; 
but allowing the Juſtice of it, ſo far as it appear 
to me, diſſolving the Frown he had put on at his 
firſt looking over what I had writ, with all * 
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good Humour in the World he ſat him down to 
give me this Reaſon for his Behaviour. 

There are People of ſo perverſe a Nature, that all Ad- 
vice 1s loſt upon them; and you muſt believe, if I know 
any thing of the Art I profeſs, I cannot be ignorant of the 
Diſpoſition of thoſe who come to conſult. — I fee a natu- 
ral Propenſity in this young Woman to ruin herſelf ; and 
tho" ſhe were never ſo certain that all the Miſeries of Life 
ſhould attend the Gratification of her Defires, ſo obſtinate 

ſhe is, ſhe would run to meet them, rather than forfeit a 
Moments preſent Satisfation. -— She is not ſo unbeliev- 
ing of my Prediftions as ſhe pretends, but cares not what 
happens ſo ſhe has but the fulfilling her own WIL ---- 
Therefore being ſenſible of this, why ſhould I throw away 
my Time in Advice, which I know will not be taken? 

Theſe Lines gave me ſome few melancholly 

Reflections on my own Misfortune, of being too 
little willing to receive Advice; and I writ again 
to him, to remind him that ſhe was not the only 
Obſtinate; yet he had been more good-humour'd 
to others, meaning myſelf, who had been as little 
capable of following his Inſtructions as this Girl 
could be. He ſhook his Head a little at this Re- 
monſtrance, but made me a Compliment, that he

But I ſhould become inſufferably tedious if I 
ſhould repeat to your Lordſhip half the Reproa- 
ches he frequently threw on me, when ever any 
Opportunity offered, of handſomely telling me 
how induſtrious I had been to my Undoing, and 
how indefatigable in ſeeking Misfortunes, which 
elſe would have been far off. Whenever he en- 
ter'd into any of theſe Converſations, I was ſure 
to ſhorten my Viſit; and IT doubt not but at ſome 
times, when my Curioſity began to be too trou- 
bleſome to him, he began them on purpoſe to get 
me out of the Houſe, 

J happen'd to be there another Day, when the 
Daughter of a certain Pawn-Brokey, very well 
known in the Neighbourhood of Covent-Garden, 
came in, to enquire after the Influence of her 
Stars. Mr. Campbell ſeem'd as little pleasd with 
what he found 1n her Nativity, as with the other 


Lady's I have been ſpeaking of; but ſhe being» 


very preſſing, he was oblig'd to give an Anſwer 
to ſome particular Queſtions, but what they were 
J could not diſcover, tho' you may believe I took 
all imaginable Pains; till at laſt, ſome more 
Company coming into the Room, ſhe began to 
| arti up her Papers in haſte, and in the Hurry 
dropp'd one, which, I being on the Watch, imme- 
diately perceiving, threw down my Handkerchiet, 
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as if it had fallen by Chance, and ſtooping to 
take it up, catch'd up the other with it. As ſoon 
as Mr. Campbell turn'd his Back, I ſpread my Fan, 
and holding the Paper on the Infide of it, read 
theſe Words: | 


I beg for your own Sake, you will not neglef this

ſent, tho he loves you; and if you order Matters right, 
he may be your Husband in Time; but if you ſeem too 
free, or forward, he will take his Advantage of it.

What followed was torn off; but on the other 
Side of the ſame Paper, I found ſome more 
Writing on the Top of it, in her Hand, There 
was this tender Declaration: | 

I cannot live without him, I love him equal to my 
Soul, === and would willingly beg my Bread with him — 
ſtarve with him endure any thing rather than part 
with him. | 

Juſt under, Mr. Cample# anſwered her in this 
manner : 

I do not bid you part with him, only hold off a little, 
tl you know his Intentions : -— The more coy you are, the 
more eager he will be. It is the Nature of Mankind to

Be rul d by me, and leave 
all to the Management of your Parents. 

This was all I could pick out while ſhe ftay'd, 
but after ſhe was gone, I found under her Chair 
a little Slip of Paper which ſhe had torn eroſs- 
ways; however I join'd 'em ſo, as to make out theſe | 
Lines. Firſt in her Writing there was this: 

J am to fee him to Night at a Place where we meet 
ſometimes, and then I will tell him I will hear nothing 
from him any more, till he has ſpoke with my Father 
and Mother. | 

Then Mr. Campbell's Anſwer was in theſe Words: 

I would not have you ſee him to Night; ſomething of 
211 will attend this Meeting : Beſides, I wonld not have 
von tell him this your ſelf ; he may find ſome Way to 
perſuade you off from letting your Parents into the Af 
fair. === If you will be ruled by me, write to him, = 
make an Excnſe for not coming; — and withall, make 
him acquainted that you have confidered on it, and do 
not think it conſiſtent with your Reputation, or your In- 
zereſt, -— or indeed any way proper for you to hold any 
Converſation of that kind, with a Man unknown to 
thoſe who have the Care of you. - == You may write it 
lind enough too; but only leti him ſee you have Senſe 
to know what you ought to do your ſelf, and alſo what 
you expect from him. — If he loves you, as he pretends, 
he will not take it ill. But try him however. | 

She had begun to write ſomething in Objec- 
tion to this Advice, but the Company coming 
in, prevented her; for there was no more than, 
But I ſhould be miſerable for ever, if he ſhould think 
chat I-— I had a ſtrong Notion in my Head, that 
all the Pains Mr. Campbell had taken to adviſe this 
young Woman, was to no Purpoſe ; and in a little

She had no ſooner read this, than ſhe cry'd 
out; Then I will hang myſelf,— Iwill not live an Hour 
and vented a thouſand ſuch like Extravagancies, 
which the Violence of her Grief inſpired her 
with; which the good-natur'd Seer, by her Mo- 
tions, and the Diſtortions of her Countenance 
eaſily gueſſing at, took up the Pen, and again 
writ in this Manner: 

T ſee you are reſolved not to take my Counſel in any 
thing I gave you : That at firſt, which would certainly 
have made you happy; and now I give you the beſt your 
Condition will admit of : — Patience is, I ſtill tell you, 
your beſt Relief, -— but you will not regard me: But if 
you world ſtudy Moderation a little, it may be I coud 
give you ſome Comfort, 

Alaſs ! cry'd the poor Wretch, Mat can Ido? — 
Hhw can I be patient, when I don't know but I may be 
turn d out of Doors to periſh in the Street. 

She was in too great an Agony to be able to 
write this herſelf, but I did it for her; and hear- 
tily commiſerating her Condition, entreated 
Mr. Campbell to put her in what Method he thought 
beſt for the Mitigation of her Calamity. To which 
he anſwer'd thus: 

I would have her conceal it, if poſſible, for a Month 
er two longer, in which Time her Father will die, and 
leave her ſufficient to provide for herſelf and Child, 
when it comes : — But if be fhould know it before, it 
might enrage him ſo much, that in the preſent Paſſion 
he might leave all to the Management of her Mother, 
who is of a rigid, inflexible Diſpoſition. === She may 
pretend fomc other Indiſpofition to diſeniſe the true cy

this, ſhe took her leave, promiſing to come again 
as ſoon as this laſt Prediction ſhould be fulfill'd;

Treatment, Injuſtice, and 
Barbarity: His very Misfortunes would entitle 
him to your Lordſhip's Favour, if he had no De- 
ſert ; but if the true Character IJ have given him, 
may be allowed Belief, I am ſure you will ac- 
knowledge him to be Maſter of a very great 
Share, But to ſhew yon how little good Nature 
has the Power of mollifying the hardened Hearts 
of ſome who call themſelves Chriſtians, I cannot 
conclude this Diſcourſe, without relating a few 
Paſſages of his Uſage. At my firſt Acquaintance 
with him, he being then very young, he was learn- 
ing to fence, and qualifying Himſelf in all thoſe 
Exerciſes which became a Man defign'd for the 
Army: I who knew he had no ſuch Deſign, ask- 
ed the Reaſon of it, he anſiver'd, that he foreſaw 
the Difficulties he ſhould meet with in the 
World, would furniſh him with frequent Occaſions 
of uſing that Skill he was endeavouring to ac.

appointed. As ſoon as he was able to come abroad, 
he went to the Roſe Tavern, Temple-Bar, and ſent 
tor him, and laying Halfa Guinea, and an oaken 
Plant on the Table, made him know by Signs that 
one of theſe two ſhould procure him a Diſcharge.

Her Curioſity was now ſatisfy'd, and J had it from 
her own Mouth, that ſhe was very ſorry ſhe had 
done ſo much, for, unlooſing the Door, ſhe found 
that one of his Fingers was ſqueezed quite flat, 
and the others bruis'd and mortified in a moſt 
dreadful Manner. But this was not all the * 

that 
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that were play'd him, to endeavour to oblige him 
to confeſs a Faculty which is moſt certain he never 
had.

To ſhew you how obſtinate moſt People were 
once in their Opinion, that he but diſſembled 
Dumbneſs, I was one Day at a Ladys, where 
Mr. Henry Vaughan, a Surgeon of very good Repute, 
at that Time living in Drury-Lane, came in, and 
told the Company, laughing, that he was going 
to make the Dumb to ſpeak : I ask'd him what he 
meant; and he reply'd, He was that Afternoon to 
perform that ſad Operation of cutting a Fi/tola, 
which he aſſured me was worſe to the Patient who 
endured it, than cutting off Legs or Arms. The 
Perſon, ſaid he, that is to undergo it, is the famous 
Firtune-Teller, Duncan Campbell, who pretends to be 
Deaf and Dumb; but I'll engage I make him ſpeak before 
I have done with him. All the Company was im- 
atient to know the End of this Adventure, and 
engaged him to come back and give us an Account; 
hich in about an Hour after he did, but in a 


Humour very different from that in which he left 


s. He acknowledged his Miſtake; and ſaid, he 
Was now convinc'd that Mr. Campbell could not 
peak, ſince he had endured as much as ever mor- 
al Man went through, and had not utter'd the 
calt Syllable, and in his Agonies vented the 
enſe he had of them, by a Noiſe which ſuffici- 
| L-2 ently 
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ently teſtified he was really denied the Benefit of 
expreſſing what he felt any other Way. 

Among the reſt of my Obſervations on the Per- 
{ons who viſited Mr. Campbell, J had taken Notice 
of a fine Grave old Lady, for whom he always 
ſcem'd to have a very great Regard ; and, in. 
deed, a kind of Awe appeared in his Countenance 
whenever he ſaw her come in: For a long time I 
took her for ſome Relation, but finding after that 
ſhe was not, I had a very great Curioſity to know 
what Buſineſs brought her there fo frequently, but 
could never find it out, till one Day, after a great 
deal of Writing had paſt between them, the old 
Lady began to throw oft her accuſtom'd Gravity 
of Countenance, and aſſume one all Rage and 
Indignation : She told Mrs. Campbell, that her Huſ- 
band had very baſely deceiv'd her; and that rely 
ing on his Predictions, had been a very great Loſs 
to her. I, who was ſitting in the Room at the ſame 
time, took the Opportunity, which her Anger 

ave me, of asking in what manner he had im- 
pos'd upon her. On which, in her Paſſion, ſhe told 
me, That ſhe had a Daughter eſteem'd a very great 
Beauty, and having been Courted by an Officer 
in the Army, who was than in Spain, where he had 
continued ſeven Years, in all which Time he had 
never Writ to her , ine had refuſed a great many 
add vantageous Offers that had been made her in his 
Abſence, depending on the Truth of what Mr. 
Campbell had told her, That he would be her Huf: 
band; which now {he was certain was the falſeſt 
thing in the World, for there was little Probabi- 
lity he had any Thoughts of marrying a Woman, 
that he had not writ to in ſeven Years, I endes. 
vour'd to vindicate Mr, Campbells Character, and 
Pacify her as well as I could, tho”, to deal freely, 
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in ſpite of my Knowledge of his Skill, I could 
ſcarce forbear being of her Opinion. However, be- 
tween Mrs. Campbell and my ſelf, ſhe was at laſt 
brought into a good Humour; and the Seer, after 
ſhe was ſo, repeated his Aſſurances that the ſame 
Gentleman would be her Son in-Law ; and that 
what he had foretold wou'd happen in ſix Weeks 
at fartheſt, She yet ſeem'd a little Diffident; but

find it true. With this ſhe ſeem'd a little better 
ſatisfied than ſhe had been, and went away, 

She had made me an Invitation of coming to her 
Houſe, which was in Twl-Street, in Southwark ; and 
you will eaſily believe me, when I tell you, that 
my Curioſity inclin'd me to go much about the 
time Mr. Campbell had fix'd for the Arrival of the 
Captain. IT happen'd to be there at Dinner the very 
Moment he came Poſt to Town. The Joy between 
the two long-abſent Lovers at this Meeting, is not 
to be expreſs'd : He ſoon found Means to excuſe 
his not Writing, and nothing was to be ſeen but 
Love and Pleaſure, After ſome little Talk we 
told the Story of Mr. Campbell's Predictions to the 
Captain, who laugh'd heartily at our Simplicity, 
as he calI'd it.

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Your Lordſhip has ſo generouſly received the 
little Narrative I ſent you laſt Week, that in ſpite 
of the Jeſt you make of Witchcraft, and my own 
Promiſe, never to trouble you with any Accounts 
relating to that, I cannot ſtifle the Inclination 
I find in my ſelf, to give you a ſhort.
